>orter, ugly Htle man, with long,

reary whiskers, pompous walk and heavy 
features. 
Bid Edward has had a faculty of being 
on the unpopular side of his legal experi­ 
ences. but they have made him the most 
feared cross-examiner In England. King 
Edward, when prince af Wales, felt the 
biting sarcasm of his thin lips In the 
famous “baccarat scandal” when Sir Ed­ 
ward defended Sir William Gordon-Cum- 
mlng.
